Inclined to the belief that this subject 
has been suggested bv reason of the fact 
that the corporations no«r in existence 
In this State, enjoy privileges for which 
they do not adequately pay under the 
present system of revenue, 


Just how the proposed change Jn the 


method of raising the revenue of the 
State will be affected even the Governor's I 
most intimate friends do not profess to 
know. 


Th£ public, and especially cnrporations, 


will await with no small amount of in- 
terest, the promulgation of 
the 
plan 


whatever it may be. 


The government of this State Involves 


an expenditure of about {14,000,000 for 
every two years, and the raising of a 
revenue of $7,000,000 a year solely from 
corporations, some people think, would be 
an undertaking of considerable magni- 
tude.

No details are furnished. 
The first named place is about 45
